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THE BLACK SEA QUESTION.

The Olrenmuainnces under which the Lendon
Uenference Meetn—~The Vresent Poeslitlon of
the Quention.

The KEuropean Conference which begina its
dellberations to-day, in London, has been eaused
by the circulars addressed, in November, to the

rincipal European powers by Prince Gortacha-

off. Iu these he declared that Russia wounld
no longer consider herself bound by the Treaty
of Paris fo [ar as it restricted her from having
ships of war in the Black Sen. Addressing Bog-

Iand, who, next to Turkey, waa the most deepl

interested In the Treaty, Prince Gortschako
ointed out the various ways in which it had
en violated, and the manifest injustica of pre

venting Ruesia from properly defending her own
coast. He then, in these explicit terms, defined
the decision of the Czar:—

“Our aungust master cannot admit In Inw that the
treaties, infringed Lo several of their esssatial and
general clsuses, remain obligatory in those which
touch the direct Interests of his empire. His Impa-
rini Mnljmty cannot admic, o fact, that the security
of Rasdls ahiould depend on & fiction which has not
withstood the test of time, and be putin peril by his
respect for engagements which have not been ob-
gerved In thelr Integrity, The Emperor, confidiog
in'the sentiments of equity of the signatary powers
of the Treaty of 1856, aud In the consclonsness they
have of theirown dignity, instructs you to declare
that his Imperial Majesty ean no longer consider
himaell vound by the obligationy of the Treaty of
18th-18th Marel, 1808, 80 jar a¢ these limit his right
of soverelguty la the Black Sea.”

The Rusginn Chancellor, bowever, added that
the Emperor was “‘ready to come to an under-
standing with the powers who signed this ar-
rangement, either to confirm it general stipula-
tions, or Lo renew them, or to substitute for
them any otber equitable arrangement which
may be thought suitable to secure the repose of
the East and the European equilibrinm.”

The Rusgion declaration immediately pro-
duced an outhurst of indigoation in Eagland.
The leading jouruals declured that it was “‘im-
possible to admit for a momeut” the Czar's
assnmption; that the question *‘inovolved the
very existence” of England as a power, and that
the *‘retraction of the Kussian circular should
be demanded voder the penalty of immediate
war.,” The Government reply wns as firm, bat
Bot as deflant in touwe, ns that of the British
¥ma Earl Granville, under date of November

0, represented that the course pursued by
Russin  virtually amovuted to  nullifying
the entire treaty, and, after dealing with
the arguments of the Russian Chauncellor, ob-
served that it was ‘“‘impossible for her .\(al]eat_\"a
Government to give any sanction on thelr part
to the courge announced by Prince Gortscha-
Koff,” and concluded by observing that if Rus-
gla had proposed the gquestion of modifying the
treaty, with the approval of the powers who
were parties to it, the British Government
would be quite willing to discuss the matter;
and that, **whatever mighthave been the result,”
a riek of future complications would have been
avolded,

Prince Gortschakoff replied, on Nov. 20, that
the attempis to aseemble the powers in a gene-
ral conference had iuvariably failed, and that,
in the meanwhile, *‘the position in which the
treaty left Russia bas become more and more
intolerable.” He then, without modifying o
any way the tenor of the original note, made
the following observations, which convey the
coneent of Kussin to the present conference,
and Indleale the character Its deliberations will
assume: —

“We cannotadmit that the abrogation of a purely
theoretical priuciple, not followed by its nnmediate
application, und which visibly restores to Rossla a

gL of which no great power could consent to be
deprived, ought to be consideren as a mensce to

Preace, uur that, In avolaing one polot of the treaty

of 1866, the abrogation uf all 18 Lupiled, The Impe-

rial Cavinet nevi r had any such nteution. Oa the
contrary, our communleation of October 19 declared,

In the most explicit terms, that his Majesty the E n-

peror iaintained his adhestion to the guneral prin-

Ciples of the trealy of 16566, aud that he Is ready

W ¢nme 1w aAn sygreement with the slgaatary

powers of that treaty, either to couflrin {ts general

supulations or renew them, or t sabstitate
for them any other equitable srrangement
which mway bhe thought sultable to se

cure the repose of the Eust and the equilibeiom of
Europe, 'There geems, then, to be no reason why
the Cublret of Londou should not, If it please, enter
into an expiapation with the siguatariea of the
Treaty of 1856. For our part, we are ready to join
1o any deliberation having for its object the settie-
ment of guarautees for the consoildation of peace
in the Easy, and are persuaded that fresh guaran-
tees would be found (o the removal of & perimanent
cauge of Irritation existing between the two powers
which are the most directly loterested, Thelr ma-
tual relations would be moere tirmly established on
the basls of & good and solld ouderstunding,”

Earl Gravville promptly proceeded to-lssue
invitatlous lor & Uonlerence to meet Janaary 3,
but subscquently postpoued leuoptll the 17uh Inst.

The diplomatic correspoudence of Russia with
Austria resulted In Austria virtoally aceediog to
the proposed infraction, while disapproviug of
the form io which It was made koown to the
several powers.  As regards Germany, it s
now beyond doubt that there |s a secret Lreaty
between her and Russin, wherein the right to
practically pullify the Treaty of Paria is ac-
corded to the Czar. Turkey wnpparently
regards the deliberntions of the coming Con-
tevence with Indifference, looking upon it
evidently as oply a brief respite from fartbher
exactions on the part of Ruassla, and as, like
many similar assemblages the prelude to a
desperate war. llaly maintains ou thls ques-
tion the eame reserve that she has shown
towards the belligerents in the Franco-Geraman
war. Frunce is po lovger able to dictate’ to
Europe, nud will be more concerped for her
own #afety than that of Turkey. Bo far the
Government of Natlonnl Defeose has not made
kpown its views on Lthe quesiion at issue,

Graoville; Austria, Cowont Apponvi; Prussia,
Gount Bernstorfi; France, no representative

Count Hismnrck Indicits the Freanch Lepuablie
for Vielntiens ot the Usages of War,

Loxnon, Jan. 16.—The Herald speclal writer
in Berlin says:—Count Bismarck's elreular, ad
dresged to the Prussian representatives at foreign
courte, In answer to the French despateh of
General Chandonrdy, on “lhe snbject of the
treatment of French prisoners, and their conduct
under parule, has been published.

Count Bismarck repudintes the idea of any
violation of the conventional usages of war on
the part of the Germans. He asserts, on the
contrary, that the French bave been gullty of
such violations, and that, too, under circam-
ftances which preclude the possibility
of mistake in  making the churge
against them. He says that the Freunch
troops bave fired on German baarers of
flags of truoce in twenly-one cases, and that
several of the Prussisns were thus killed and
wounded. After the battle of Welssenbonry it
was quite apparent that the French woundad,
even the French military surgeons, were en-
tirely ignorant of the existence of the conven-
tion, and it was consequently Impossible that
they could comply with its regualations and
rules of guldance. Burgeons serving on the
Pruesian ambulances were wounded.

Numbers of the French tireurs assumed the
crogs of the Geneva Convention, as if they bu-
longed to the Banitary corps, when they were
compelled to retrent defeated in battle,

Besides, says the Prussian Premler, the eases
which were mentioned in my last circular, of
the 27th of Beptember, 1870, on this suhiect,
other infractlons of conventions of international
law and of the general usages of civilized nations
have been perpetrated by the French. Explo-
give balls were nsed by them in the battle of
Woerth., Colonel Von Deckendor(f was wonunded
by one of these missiles,

The Germans did not use explesive ballets,
They had a bullet consisting of sixteen sharp-
edeed pleces which they fired, but the make and
Intent of this miesile were openly submisted to
the representatives of the forelgn powers sery-
ing in Berlin, and approved of by them, before
they were placed im the hands of the Prassian
soldiers in the field.

OUTRAGE AT SEA.

Count Blsmarck goes on to Instance. The
French man-of-war Dessaix burned throe Geor-
man ships at sea, instead of haviog them first
coundemned by a prize court.

VIOLATIONS ON LAND,

The German prisoners in the hands of the
French bave heen, and are, badly treated. Thev
are losufliclently fed, aud counfined la cold and
damp prisons,

In Germany nothing of this sort has occurred.

The French Turcos committed the most
beastly outrages bath on the wonnded aad dead
Prussians. To this they were urged on bv Lthe
uiterances of French newspapers. The Inde-
pendance Algerine expressed its “'pity for the
poor Turcos” ~for men who had just eut off
the ears, no-es, and heads of the German
wounded.

IXNFERENCES,

Buch proceedings, says Count Biamarck, are
ouly possible under o dlrmwrahlrnf French
rulers who excite the vilest passions of the
people, and who “erush out™ the liberty of the
press, for the very purposs of decelving this
same people as to the real state of affairs exist-
fug in their conntry, and who by so dolng let
loose a popular fury which they do not desire

to keep within the hounds of inteanatiooal law
and the lines of the ueages of European war,
RFSULTS.

Thus, says the Prussian Premier In conclu-
glon, we are compelled to prosecute the war
nguinet France with o degree of severity which
i# neither characteristic of the Germsn people
por in accordance with our former usages in the
years 1864 and 1866, You will thus be enabled
to show to the Government to which you are
accredited that the entire respoosibility of this
atfaches to the French people—a people who
bave continned a Napoleoniec war without any
conge or right, at the same time renouncing all
the traditione of European warfare,

THE BATTLE OF LE MANS.

Conciuslon of the lte‘{,‘or;ﬁ of Wednesdny’s
1y L N

A report of the second day’s battle at Le Mans
was broken off abruptly in yesterday's TeLe-
GrarH., We here present Lthe conclusion of the
narrative: —-

“A sharp and precise needle-gun fire was
opened on the Freoch line and position left of
the village of Brette, not more than 700 yards
distant. Itsoon became evident that it would
be hwpossible for them to long hold the posi-
tion nnless the Germans were dislodged. The
henvy fire of artillery directed on the woods had
apparently but little effect. A large body of
Freneh infantry advanced io good order across
tiie plain, but were compelled to retire, with
beavy loss, under a muarderous fire of both ar-
tllery and muskelry. The contest for the pos-
reeelon of Brette was kept np here until dark,
when an order reached the French to fall back
on Le Maus,

“The battle began about 1 o'clock, and reached
its Lieight on the French left. The day was uot
cold, but the ground was covered with eight
fnches of enow, which was fast melting under
the hot sun. At an early hour the streets ol Le
Munes—not more than five miles from the Qeld
ol battle—were filled with exeited people and
crowded with numerous wagons amr ammauani-
tion supplies, all belog ready to seek a place of
safely in the rear in case of an uniavorable re-
sult of the fight.

“At 4 o'clock the Germans advanced by co-
lumnpe, covered by the arillery, against the
Chatenu des Charters, & pretty couuntry place,
and ocenpied it as headquarters, Here, for the
first Jme, the French battery, hitberto in re-
eerve, opened fire, apparently taking the Ger-
mans by surprise, and esusing their advance to
waver, but ouly mowmentarily. With their
usunl  obstinacy Lhe Germans again pressed
forward and attacked the Frencn Infantry,
which occupied the terraced road below the
General’s position. It soon beeame evident that
the French were unable to withstand the heavy
charges of the enemy, and 5 o'clock the order
to rotrent was given. The French artillery
maiptained a heavy fire, aud the Germans
spemed distoelined to pursne the advautare,

“Genernl Chanzy aectively superintended the
retreat, which was never disorderly. Indeed,
the Freneh still held the strongest positions,
and belleved that the results of the duy were
not irrevoenbly lost to them. General Chanzy
Loped to renew Lthe fight under better suspices
to-morrow; but, latér In the eveniug, an event
:--.':iurrcd which caused him to change his de-
CIELOM.

“After dark, a stropg foree of Germans re-
newed the fight, attwcking La Tullerie, the
most fmportast French position.  Immeose
warsee of infantry and o large foree of cavalry
aovapeed raploly, seattering the Freoch forces,
who did not anticipate an attack. The Guardes
Muobiles from Bri‘tany tled In diserder, and the
whole French foree on the right bank of the
Hulspe were compelled to make o rapid retreat

upon Le Mans. This unforeseen disaster may
wmpel the evacuation of Le Mans, if not
bresk up Chapey's army. A counecil of war is

now in session, but the resalt of their delibera-
